sen ted at more or le.ss frequen t In terv als for more 
than a year. The lead in g roles hav e been played by

n av y, an d by the political head s of the d epartmen t, 
with Presid en t Coolld ge stan d in g behin d the scen es 
wield in g his tru.sty hook. 
Like all sin cere d ramatic critics, we feel that it 
is our d uty to giv e the un .suspectln g public our best 
opin ion as to wiiat they are gettin g for their mon ey. 
We are a bit hampered , howev er, d ue to the fact that 
the tlieme of the play run s alon g much the .same lin e 
to a certain exten t. We speak particularly of Act II 
in which Ad miral Magrud er, on e of the n av y d epart­ 
men t’s figurehead s, was kn ocked off his ped estal be­ 
cause he expressed the opin ion th at his master was 
n ot gettin g full v alue for the d ollars spen t. 
W hat 
bujd n ess was that of his? 
Sev eral thousan d secre­ 
taries an d bookkeepers were bein g hired to d ecid e that 
question . The act prov id ed con sid erable amusemen t 
for those who were able to appreciate the extreme 
d iscomfort of the chief secretary. Mr. Wilbur played 
the role to a perfection . 
Howev er, the act was n ot 
so plea.sln g to the aud ien ce. The ad miral had won a 
place in their hearts through hU d isplay of courage 
in siieakin g hia min d . There Is sUll en ough of the 
spirit of in d epen d en ce In the makeup of the av erage 
American to re.sen t such treatmen t, especially when 
It is the well-mean in g un d er d og who feels the tread 
of the heel.
